The  resignation  of  all  the  teachers  who  taught  at  Par- 
sonsfield Seminary  last  year,  made  necessary  a  complete 
change  in  the  faculty.  Such  a  change  must  cause  more 
or  less  friction  for  a  while,  but  all  departments  are  now 
well  organized  and  doing  excellent  work. 

The  principal,  Charles  L.  Clement,  A.  B.,  Colby  College, 
is  a  teacher  of  experience  and  came  to  us  highly  recom- 
mended. He  is  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  build  up  the 
school . 

Alfred  E.  Preble,  B.  F.  Tufts  College,  is  first  assistant, 
and  has  charge  of  the  scientific  department. 

Florence  M  Andrews,  A.  B.,  Mount  Holyoke  and  Bur- 
dette  Business  College,  is  instructor  in  the  commercial 
branches  and  French. 

Eva  M.  Holmes,  of  the  School  of  Expression,  Boston, 
teaches  elocution  and  English 

Maude  M..  Moore,  from  the  New  England  ( Conservatory 
of  Music,  teaches  instrumental  and  vocal  music. 

Maude  Brown  Varney,  from  the  School  of  Drawing 
and  Painting,  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  is  teacher  of 
drawing. 

Kezar  Falls 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  this  school  was  rather  dis- 
organized and  the  large  number  of  classes  made  it  diffi- 
cult. It  is  now  well  classified  and  graded  and  has  been 
doing  splendid  w7ork.  A  beautiful  flag  has  been  purchas- 
ed by  the  school. 

Miss  Kemp,  a  teacher  of  much  experience  taught  here 
in  the  summer;  Miss  Wakefield,  a  student  from  Gorham 
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Normal  School  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Pillsbury. 

This  school  is  not  large  when  all  the  scholars  attend. 
When  some  do  not  attend  and  others  are  irregular,  as  they 
have  been  this  year,  the  average  is  too  low. 

I  think  the  children  would  make  better  progress,  and 
acquire  more  skill  in  school  work  if  they  were  in  a  larger 
school. 

Miss  Goodwin  taught  the  summer  term,  Miss  Davis, 
the  fall,  and  Miss  Boothby  the  winter. 

Elliott, 

Of  especial  value  to  this  school  is  the  awakened  interest 
of  the  peoole  in  thp  well  fare  of  the  school,  and  their 
hearty  co-operation  in  all  plans  and  efforts  made, 

Over  $7.00  was  raised  from  an  entertainment,  at  the 
close  of  school,  for  improvement  of  the  school  room. 

Miss  Sweat  has  been  the  teacher  here  two  years. 

East  Parson sfield. 

This  school  has  received  several  scholars  from  Cornish, 
thus  adding  to  the  number  and  interest.  The  Whittier 
School  Improvement  League  has  collected  and  earned 
money  which  will  be  used  for  improvements  in  the  school 
room  • 

Miss  Foss  has  taught  here  for  the  year. 

North  ParsonsfielcL 

The  excellent  work  of  last  year  has  been  continued  in 
this  school.    The  children  have  such  an  enthusiastic  in- 
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terest  in  their  work  that  the  affairs  of  the  school  move  on 
without  the  least  friction 

This  school  has  enjoyed  loans  from  the  Scientific  depart- 
ment at  the  Seminary,  which  have  been  appreciated. 

Miss  Loivgee  has  taught  here  two  years. 

Middle  Road, 

This  school  has  made  excellent  progress  in  the  year. 
It  is  well  classified  and  graded  and  under  perfect  dis- 
cipline. 

Miss  Lord  has  completed  her  second  year. 

South  Parsonsfield* 

A  class  of  five,  from  this  school,  will  be  prepared  to 
enter  the  Seminary  next  fall.  They  have  been  making 
thorough  preparation  during  the  year,  and  have  added 
much  to  the  interest  of  the  school.  Equally  good  work 
has  been  done  by  the  other  grades.  Miss  Norton  taught 
summer  and  fall;  Miss  Church  in  the  winter.  Both 
teachers  have  had  normal  training. 

Miplewood, 

In  the  summer  this  school  was  in  the  Grange  Hall;  in 
the  fall  and  winter  the  vacant  store  opposite  the  Post  Office. 

In  its  old  situation  this  was  one  of  the  smallest  schools 
in  town.  It  now  receives  eisHit.  scholars  from  Newfield, 
and  is  one  of  the  largest  in  town 

'Located  in  the  village  where  the  people  can  come  in 
touch  with  its  work,  we  shall  see  the  local  interest  in  the 
school  aroused,  and  nothing  is  of  greater  worth  to  scholars 
and  teacher. 
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According  to  the  vote  of  the  town  the  Wiggin  school- 
house  has  been  moved  to  Maplewood,  and  will,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  school  year,  be  ready  for  use. 

Miss  Dearborn  taught  the  summer  term;  Miss  Chad- 
bourne,  a  student  from  Gorham  Normal  School,  taught 
fall  and  winter. 

Doe* 

The"  scholars  in  this  school  are  unusually  diligent  and 
obedient.  With  these  two  characteristics  in  a  marked 
degree,  the  school  can  hardly  fail  to  do  good  work,  espec- 
ially under  a  teacher  who  works  as  faithfully  as  Miss  Jel- 
lison,  who  taught  the  school  for  the  year. 

Ovrer  six  dollars  has  been  raised  here  for  improvements. 

Welch, 

Although,  this  school  is  small.  I  think  it  is  wise  to  con- 
tinue it  if  the  citizens  desire  to  clo  so.  It  accommodates 
scholars  from  two  sections,  so  widely  separated,  that  it 
would  he  necessary  to  furnish  transportation  to  two 
schools,  were  there  no  school  here.  This  would  be  nearly 
as  expensive  as  the  maintenance  of  a  school. 

Miss  Staples  taught  here  summer  and  fall;  Miss  Gar- 
land in  the  winter. 

City, 

The  number  of  scholars  in  Parsonsfield  who  attend 
this  school  is  very  small. 

1  think  they  would  have  better  advantages  and  make 
better  progress  in  alarger  school.  If  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments can  be  made,  I  think  it  will  be  much  more  profitable  for 
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them  to  attend  the  Doe  school.  I  wish  the  towns  of 
Effingham  and  Parsonsfield  would  try  the  experiment  of 
transportation  for  this  school  before  they  expend  money 
for  repairs  on  the  schoolhouse. 

Miss  Doe  taught-  the  fail  and  winter  term  of  twelve 
weeks. 

Remarks. 

During  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Burbank,  he  intro- 
duced and  interested  the  teachers  in  a  plan  for  grading 
rural  schools. 

The  improvement  in  the  schools  whose  teachers  have 
adopted,  and  adapted  to  their  particular  school,  this  plan 
of  grading,  is  convincing  proof  of  its  worth. 

"A  Course  of  Study  for  Common  Schools,"  issued  by 
the  State  Educational  Department,  has  formed  the  basis 
of  our  efforts  along  this  line,  and  the  results  have  been 
gratifying.  The  schools  are  better  classified,  thus  giving 
the  teacher  more  time  for  each  class,  and  the  scholars  are 
beginning  to  have  an  idea  where  they  are  and  where  they 
are  likely  to  go  next. 

Music  has  been  introduced  into  nearly  every  school  this 
year- 
While  it  has  been  arranged  to  take  not  a  great  amount 
of  time,  it  has  furnished  a  break  in  the  general  routine 
which  has  afforded  great  pleasure  to  teachers  and  pupils* 
I  have  bt^en  surprised  at  the  progress  that  has  been  made, 
and  gratified  by  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  for  its 
success. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Parsonsfield  Seminary  a  large 
number  of  copies  of  American  and  English  literature  has 
been  loaned  to  the  common   schools.    These  furnish  the 
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best  possible  supplementary  reading  for  the  higher  grades. 

The  schools  are  nearly  all  supplied  with  globes  and 
some  up-to-date  maps.  More  of  the  latter  are  needed 
next  year. 

We  have  had  several  teachers  of  experience  and  they 
have  all  sustained  their  good  reputation  as  teachers. 
Several  teachers  who  have  had  normal  training  have 
taught  here  this  year;  and  in  every  case  they  have  great- 
ly benefited  the  schools  under  their  charge. 

The  teachers,  without  experience,  have  worked' faith- 
fully and  have  been  successful. 

But  teachers  before  they  can  expect  to  do  their  best 
work  must  study  long  and  hard  in  the  school  of  experience, 
or.  if  they  would  arrive  more  quickly  and  economically, 
be  taught  by  those  who  know  the  art  of  teaching. 

I  make  the  following  recommendations,  that  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  Sec.  18.  Chap.  XV.  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  a  union  school  will  be  established  at 
Maplewoud  for  the  benefit  of  those  sections  of  Parsons- 
field  and  Newfield  which  will  be  accommodated  by  such  a 
school;  that  the  school  at  North  Parsonsfield  be  main- 
tained; that  the  Welch  school  be  maintained;  that  $150. 
be  raised  for  text  books  and  apparatus  for  teaching;  that 
$400.  be  raised  for  repairs  on  schoolhouses;  that  $1,400. 
be  raised  for  support  of  common  schools.

The  late  Bartlett  Doe  of  California,  to  whom  the  citi- 
zens of  Parsonsfield  owe  such  a  debt  of  gratitude,  again 
showed  the  depth  of  his  love  for  his  native  town,  by 
the  generous  provisions  made  in  his  will  for  the  further 
improvement  and  endowment  of  Parsonsfield  Semi- 
nary. 

Plans  are  being  considered  for  more  and  much  need- 
ed buildings  in  the  near  future.

If  the  advantages  Parsonsfield  Seminary  enjoys  in  its 
large  endowment,  beautiful  situation,  and  present  effi- 
cient faculty  can  be  augmented  by  the  hearty  sympathy 
and  interest  of  towns  people  and  friends  of  the  institu- 
tion everywhere,  its  future  looks  very  bright. 

Mr.  Knapp,  the  principal,  has  proved  himself  the 
strong  disciplinarian  needed,  and  has  won  the  esteem 
of  the  students  and  all  who  have  interested  themselves 
in  his  work. 

His  efforts  for  the  success  of  the  school  have  been 
greatly  strengthened  by  the  co-operation  of  the  assis- 
tants, who  have  been  very  successful  in  their  various 
departments.

Kezar  Falls. 

Miss  Wakefield  continued  her  successful  work  of 
last  year  through  the  summer  term,  but  resigned  to 
complete  her  work  in  Normal  school. 

Mrs.  Gentleman  taught  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms. 
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Winter  terms  in  this  school  are  hard  and  unsatisfactory 
to  the  teacher,  because  of  irregular  attendance.  Not 
only  are  those  pupils  who  do  not  attend  losing  so  much 
time,  but  the  school  next  term  will  be  badly  classified 
again. 

Pillsbury. 

Mrs.  Bidlon  taught  here  for  the  year. 

The  school  year  was  divided  into  two  terms,  as  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  a  good  attendance  cannot  be 
maintained  after  there  is  much  snow. 

Elliott. 

Miss  Sweat  completed  her  third  year  in  this  school. 

Much  interest  has  been  taken  by  teacher,  pupils  and 
friends  in  improving  their  school  room.  The  result  is 
very  marked.  It  has  been  painted  and  the  walls  tinted 
and  new  shades  and  a  handsome,  substantial  oak  desk 
have  been  purchased. 

East  Parsonsfield. 

Miss  Foss  has  completed  her  second  year  here  and 
has  been  very  successful. 

The  school  is  well  disciplined  and  the  classes  all  well 
taught  and  thorough. 

North  Parsonsfield. 

Miss  Lougee  has  taught  here  three  years. 
The  school  has  been  almost  perfectly  graded,  thus 
demonstrating  that  a  course  of  study  can  be  used  in 
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rural  schools. 

The  pupils  at  the  Seminary,  who  hope  to  teach, 
might  well  supplement  their  work  by  studying  Miss 
Lougee's  method  of  teaching  primary  scholars. 

A  handsome  flag  and  shades  for  the  windows  have 
been  bought  through  the  efforts  of  the  school. 

Middle  Road. 

Miss  Staples  taught  the  summer  term. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Bowdoin,  pastor 
of  the  church  here,  as  teacher  for  the  Fall  and  Winter 
terms. 

The  pupils  have  learned  something  of  what  they 
can  do  by  trying,  and  have  become  greatly  interested 
in  the  experiment.  His  work  for  the  school  has  been 
in  every  way  a  success. 

South  Parsonsfteid. 

Four  pupils  from  this  school  entered  the  Seminary 
last  fall  and  three  more  will  enter  next  fall.  This  school 
from  one  of  the  largest  has  become  one  of  the  smallest 
in  town.  It  seems  more  of  a  struggle  to  keep  the  in- 
terest of  the  children  up  than  in  schools  that  have  al- 
ways been  small. 

Notwithstanding  this  difficulty,  good  work  has  been 
done  in  the  school  during  the  year.  Miss  Doe  taught 
in  summer,  Miss  Lord  in  fall,  and  Miss  Jellison  in 
winter. 

Maplewood. 

The  school  was  moved  into  the  new  schoolhouse  dur- 
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ing  the  summer  term,  and  the  change  was  appreciated 
by  all  interested. 

The  school  room  is  very  attractive  and  well  supplied 
with  conveniences  for  teaching;  the  pupils  are  industri- 
ous and  enthusiastic;  the  teacher  is  efficient  and  the 
people  of  the  community  interested  in  the  success  of 
the  school.  It  is  unnecessary  to  report  that  it  is  a  good 
one. 

A  flag,  an  unabridged  dictionary,  shades,  waste  pa- 
per basket,  and  clock  have  been  purchased  by  the  Wash- 
ington School  Improvement  League  in  the  last  year. 
Miss  Chadbourne  has  been  the  teacher. 

Doe. 

Miss  Jellison,  who  taught  here  last  year  has  contin- 
ued her  good  work  this  year.  Because  of  an  epidemic 
of  whopping  cough  it  was  thought  no  winter  term  could 
be  in  session,  and  Miss  Jellison  accepted  another  school 
The  children  recovered  however,  sooner  than  was  ex- 
pected and  Miss  Mason  of  Limerick  substituted  four 
weeks  until  Miss  Jellison  could  return. 

Welch. 

Miss  Garland  taught  here  summer  and  fall.  The 
school  was  so  small  the  school  board  thought  it  best  to 
transport  the  children  to  Middle  Road.  But  the  peo- 
ple of  the  district  so  strongly  opposed  this  that  a  com- 
promise was  made,  and  a  short  term  for  the  winter 
given,  which  was  taught  by  Miss  Boothby. 

City. 

This  school  has  been  under  the  supervision  of  the 


(42) 


Effingham  school  board  during  the  entire  year,  Pars- 
onsfield  paying  the  expense  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  she  has  in  school. 


Remarks. 

Because  so  many  of  the  teachers  have  been  in  the 
schools  several  terms,  I  think  the  schools  as  a  whole, 
have  been  better  than  last  year.  It  is  unfortunate  for  any 
school,  if  it  is  necessary  to  change  teachers  every  term, 
for  much  time  is  necessarily  lost  in  changing  methods. 

I  believe  that  graduates  of  our  own  Seminary  should 
be  given  preference  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  secure  new 
teachers,  but  that  sentiment  should  not  influence  us  in 
keeping  them  if  unsuccessful. 

I  have  occasionally  observed  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  teachers  to  adjust  the  amount  of  work  they 
did  to  the  pay  they  were  getting,  which  in  this  town  is 
unquestionably  small. 

The  teacher  is  indeed  unfortunate  who  gets  from  her 
teachings  only  the  paltry  salary  paid  here — who  does 
not  feel  her  life  enriched  by  the  effort  to  develop  the 
children  in  her  care —  who  does  not  see  her  own  men- 
tal horizon  widening  as  she  leads  them  up. 

Any  teacher  who  has  indolently  thought  or  said  that 
she  is  earning  as  much  as  she  gets,  may  rest  assured 
that  she  is  getting  all  she  earns. 

A  good  teacher  earns  far  more  than  she  is  paid,  for 
the  worth  of  her  work  can  not  be  estimated  in  dollars. 

1  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  parents  and  friends  of 
the  schools  to  the  improved  condition   of  the  school- 
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rooms  and  schools  in  those  sections  where  the  citizens 
have  co-operated  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  se- 
curing more  attractive  surroundings. 
The  lesson  is  obvious. 

I  make  the  following  recommendations  that  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Sec.  18,  Chap.  XV  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  a  union  school  be  established  at 
Maplewood  for  the  benefit  of  those  sections  of  Parsons- 
field  and  Newfield  which  will  be  accommodated  by 
such  a  school :  that  those  schools  which  have  not  had 
an  average  attendance  of  eight  during  the  year  be  main- 
tained only  at  the  discretion  of  the  S.  S.  committee : 
that  $150  be  raised  for  text  books  and  apparatus  for 
teaching:  that  $300  be  raised  for  repairs  on  school- 
houses:  that  $1,500  be  raised  for  support  of  common 
schools.
